Beatles : At  the  Hollywood  Bowl 

This  album,  recorded  in  1964 
and  '65,  is  the  only  live  re- 
cording other  than  bootlegs  of 
the  Beatles  (the  Let  it  Be  album 
was,  sort  of,  but  it  died). 

Some  of  the  songs-are  lesser 
known  Beatles  songs,  such  as 
Boys  and  Lawdy  Miss  Clawdy,  but 
the  reception  given  to  Help! 

She  Loves  You,  A Hard  Day's 
Night,  All  My  Lovin',  etc., 
is.  astounding.  The  quality 
at  times  leaves  something  to 
be  desired  but  nonetheless  it 
is  a good  album,  and  one  any 
Beatles  fan  will  enjoy. 

Steve  Miller  Band : 

Book  of  Dreams 

This  album  has  only  been  out 
a month,  but  has  already  re- 
ceived a great  welcome.  It  is 
pure  Steve  Miller  in  the  trad- 
ition of  Fly  Like  an  Eagle, 
but  will  even  more  synthesiser 
than  before.  His  first  Am  hit 
from  the  album.  Jet  Airplane,  is 
probably  the  rockingest  on  the 
album.  It  is  an  -easy  album  to 
listen  to,  and  highly  recom- 
mended .

To  the  80,000  in  the  Pontiac 
Silverdome  Stadium  as  the  band 
went  into  "The  Song  Remains 
the  Same"  and  pandemonium  en- 
sured. "No  Quarter",  starts  out 
slowly,  lovely,  with  dry  ice 
filling  the  stage (and  choking 
the  guards  by  the  barricades , I 
might  add) , and  some  gorgeous 
instrumental  work  done  by  Jones 
throughout.  "In  My  Time  of 
Dying",  was  mext,  which  received 
a moderate  amount  of  enthusiasm. 
"Custard  Pie"  followed,  as  well 
as  "Rover",  two  fast  foot  stomp- 
ing tunes.  Then,  they  went  into 
"The  Battle  of  Evermore,"  "Going 
to  California"  and  "Stairway  to 
Heaven"  (probably  the  favorite) 
which  all  reveal  thoughts  of  des- 
tiny, with  good  help  from  their 
rythmic  section.  Perhaps  the 
highlight  of  the  show  is  "Kashmir" 
an  incredible,  powerful  rocker 
with  lots  of  Arabian  Nights 
fantasy  sounds  from  Jones  while 
Bonzo  and  Page  keep  up  an  in- 
cessant, interesting  riff.  When 
"Moby  Dick"  began  the  audience 
got  a .taste  of  fast  rocking,  high
